A person who left Derby shortly after 
the shooting, states that when he left 
It was reported that Kelly had died 
and that Constable Goldlng of 'Wads- 
worth had arrested Smith and placed 
him In the Jail at Wadsworth. 
From all facts obtainable yesterday 


and last night it seems that Kelly was 
sitting In a chair asleep. 
His head 
was thrown back and he was In a re- 
clining pojsture. 
Smith, who Is a 


bartender at Cheney's saloon, came In- 
to Daly & Sabin's place, and going 
behind the bar, got a large revolver 
and told those In the saloon that he 
was going to clean it out. He did not 
remove the shells, but began to wipe 
It with a rag. 
Suddenly there was 
a shot and Kelly rolled from the chair 
to the floor. The bullet had entered 
his stomach and had ranged upward, 
coning out of his back Just below the 
right shoulder blade. 


A doctor was Immediately 
sum- 


moned and everything was done to 
save the man's life, but the latest re- 
ports are that he died in about fifteen 
minutes.
